Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Colossal Orgy 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The Classification Office is required, in accordance with Regulation 28(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Regulations, to consider whether the video slick would be likely to be classified as 
objectionable if the video slick was submitted under section 13(1) of the Act for classification under 
section 23 of the Act. Section 23 of the Act requires examination of the publication taking into 
account the relevant criteria stated in section 3 of the Act. 

The video slick contains explicit presentations of sexual activity in isolation and in group settings. 
The explicit focus on the females’ naked bodies is considered to present them in an objectifying 
manner, in which they are presented as vehicles for and recipients of sexual activity. Thus, the 
publication is considered to degrade and dehumanise the women, and by inference, this 
perspective affects the social view of females as they are presented in a sexual context. The 
appearance of this presentation, on advertising material intended for sexual stimulation, is 
considered to be likely to be injurious to the public good. Given this consideration, the video slick 
would be classified as objectionable if it were submitted under section 13(1) of the Act, therefore 
the video slick is not approved.
